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INTRODUCTION, 



T\iis report is a reissue of our Trends in Enrollment and Degrees 
Granted, 1948-1972 . The current report covers a period from 19A8 to 
1974. ' ' " . , ' 

The report is divided into two sections, headcount enrollment and 
degrees granted. The 'enrollment figures are taketi from the fall semester 
enrollment survey. Degre es granted data i nclude all degrees granted >over 
a twelve month period from the Tirst o£ JuTy^rouglTTune thirtieth. 

The materials contained in this report present a profile of enroll- 
ment and degrees granted for the State University from its inception in 
1948 through 1974. Because the enrollment and degreeg granted data in 
this report reflect planning and decisions likeLy to be different from 
those required in the future, it would he an error to simplistically 
extrapolate future enrollments and degrees. Nevertheless, the material 
presented here is extremely valuable for planning purposes. 

Effective planning requires, in part, an understanding. of previous 
piarming decisions and their consequences. The data on enrollments and 
degrees granted presented in this report constitute an important record 
^of a segment of the consequences of previous planning decisions. The ^ 
information contained her^ reflects the history -of the University, and 
ponsequently an implicit record of the assessment of educational needs 
in the State of New York. 

As is always the cise, the significance of data depends on the .net- 
work of interests, goals arid priorities of the user of the data. The^ 
data included in this Ji^port has been presented in a fashion designed to 
provide maximum f lexibilHjEyTand hence utility, to a wide spectrum of 
users.
